Death of Martin Connelly. 


Martin Connelly, well known as the 


boss of the construction force of the street 
railway, died last night at bis home on 
Bast Jefferson street, from injuries re- 
ceived in a fight with Lewis Bankin, iu 
the alley at the rear of the Bothfus block, 
on the 9th of September, the day that 
Carter Harrison spoke in Decatur, Ban- 
kin and Connelly had bought a jug of 
beer at the Bothfns place, and with two 
heavy beer glasses they went back of the 
building into the alley. Both men were 
drunk at the time. 
Bankin claims 


that Connelly first hurled a beer glass at 
him, and thai to defend himself he struck 
back, giving Connelly a blow on the head. 
There was a fracture of the skull, and 
Connolly gradually grew worse and died 
as stated last night. Connelly leaves n 
family, and Bankin, who has a wife and 
six children residing on North Edward 
street, is in jail, in default of 82,000 bail 
A post-mortem examination was held to- 
day, and Coroner Bendure held an inquest, 
taking the evidence of the physicians. 


THB VBBDICT. 


The jury returned the following verdict: 
In the matter of the inquisition ou the body 
of Martin Connelly, deceased, held at Decatur, 
Illinois, on the 8th day of October, A. D. 1884, 
wo, the undersigned j urors, sworn to inquire 
of the death of Martin Connelly, on oath do. 
find that he came to bis death by ablowlntlict- 
ed upon his forehead with a beer glass by one 
Lewis Bankin, and tho jury recommend that 
the snld Bankin bo held to await tho action of 
the Grand Jury of Macon county.

1 of the act provided "that every 
person who shall, by himself or 
agent, barter, sell or exchange any 
wine, rum, brandy, gin, whisky, or 
other vinous, spirituous, or mixed 
liquors by a less quantity than a 
quart, or who shall barter, sell or ex 
change the said liquors, or any of 
them, by any quantity, and 
suffer 


them to be drank in any house, tav- 
ern, grocery, outhouse, shed, or other 
buildings occupied by him, her, or 
them, shall, on conviction, be fined 
for every offense $25." 
It was fur- 


ther provided that the giving away 
of liquor for the purpose of evading 
this act should be construed as sell 
ing withing the meaning of the act 
The act repealed all laws and parts 
of laws authorizing the granting o: 
licenses for the sale of liquors, and 
extended the provisions of the act to 
all incorporated towns and cities o: 
the state, anything in their char 
ters to the contrary notwithstand 
ing- 


There was a large Democratic ma 


jority in the legislature at the time 
and among tho prominent Democrat 
who supported and voted for th 
bill were Joel A. Matteson (after 
wards governor), Aaron Shaw (now 
a member of congress from the 01 
noy district), John T. Stuart, Jame 
C. Allen (long a member of congres 
from this district) and others o 
prominence then who have long sin& 
passed away. 
Tho law was in fora 


for two years, and was repealed b; 
the general assembly of 1853, ove 
the protest of many staunch Demo 
era's, among them John M. Palmer 
who was the senator from the Ma 
coupin district. 
When the Demo 


crats of 1884 proclaim their opposi 
tion to "all sumptuary laws," why 
don't they tell the whole story, an 
give in full the record of the party 
which they boast is "the same yes 
terday, to-day and to-morrow."

Ward Beecher wrote a letter in de- 
ense of' Grover Cleveland which 
as chiefly remarkable for its eontra- 
ictions, and which speedily became 
otoriona as one of the moat silly 
nd childish effusions with which the 
name of the great preacher is con- 
nected. One would have thought 
hat Mr. Beecher's experience would 
mve deterred others from blnnder- 
ng into the same quagmire, but now 
omes Rev. James Freeman Clarke, 
who made a speech at the mugwump 
fatheringjin Boston last week, con- 
aining a load of slush that must have 
lisgnsted every one of his hearers who 
assesses a thimbleful! of brains. 
The efforts of the true mugwump 
are always directed towards an apoi- 
igy for Cleveland's personal record 
and Mr. Clarke is no exception to the 
rula Here is a specimen of his 
speech: 


In order to get all the information in 


my power before I spoke on this subject 
publicly, I recently went myself to Al- 
Dany and had a personal and private con- 
versation with Qov. Cleveland of an hour. 
^ Applause.] He took me into hie private 
room and we talked there face to faoe, 
man to man, as freely as I should talk to 
an old friend; and the result of the con- 
versation on my mind was this, that he 
is an honest, straightforward, true man 
"Applause and cries of ''good."] He said 
"Mr. Clarke, I made no professions. 1 do 
not pretend to say that I have olways 
done right. I have not always done 
right. I admit thut I have done wrong 
but I defy my worst enemy to say tha 
since I was in pnblio life, during the las 
eight or ten years, that I have clone any 
thing to disgrace myself or to injure the 
confidence that has been placed in me.' 
[Applause and criss of "good."] And I 
believe him, for he didn't talk like a man 
who was arguing with me or trying to 
persuade me, nor was he watching me to 
see what efleot hia words had upon me 
But he spoke in a straightforward, true 
and manly way, and he said that whatever 
he had done that was wrong he had fait 
terly suffered for, and that that suffering 
had brought him up to a much higher 
plane; and I don't believe that there it 
any reason to doubt that he will alwayc 
continue on that higher piano. [Ap 
planse.] And therefore I agree with my 
old tfriend Bishop Huntington of New 
York, that Cleveland having risen abovi 
these past errors and left them behind, n 
not, it we follow the principles of the GOB 
pel of Jesus, to ba prevented from rising 
to any other bight of usefulness, for h 
has shown hia repentance in tha true way 
by doing works meet for repentance. I 
is only hard and narrow bigotry which 
would condemn a man forevsr for pas 
misdeeds. The one sin which he commit 
ted, and which neither he nor his friend 
disguise or excuse, is that he lived, some 
ten years 
ago, with a widow as hi 


wife, without being married to her, Thi 
was an offense which no one will defend 
but ho has grievously suffered for it, anc 
shown his repentance in the truest way, b; 
exchange of life, and by doing good anc 
useful work "meet for repentance." * 
No young man who has seen what an aw 
ful burden Gov. Cleveland has had t 
carry in consequence of this one offenc 
can possibly be tempted by his esampl 
to any iniquity. 


Like the Brooklyn preacher Mr 


Clarke admits the whole thing, an 
after gushing over the prodigal's re 
turn to the straight path holds him 
np as a frightful example to th 
youth of the country. Like Beecher 
Mr. Clarke thinks no young ma 
will be tempted to follow Cleveland' 
example, seeing how much sufferin 
his sin has brought, but he does no 
tell how the proposed election o 
Cleveland to the Presidency ca: 
possibly be made to serve as a warn 
ing to young men to avoid the conrs 
of life which has rendered the Dem 
ocratic leader justly .infamous, 
is, rather, saying in effect to th 
youth of the country, "It shall be n 
bar to your elevation to the highes 
place in the nation for you to lead 
libidinous and disgraceful life fo 
the best years of your manhood, pro 
vided you can make a few gushin, 
clergymen believe that you have re 
pented."
